Johnson Opens 
Drive on Civil 
Rights Stand

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP)- 


President Johnson opened his 
1964 election campaign by tak- 
ing a solid stand lor civil rights 
before a Southern audience. 


He also shook hands with 


street-corner crowds, paid a vis- 
it to the father of the late Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy in Palm 
Beach, cuffed the Republicans, 
and generally seemed to enjoy 
himself on a quick, four-stop 
trip to a hotel nightclub to see 
the entertainers Tony Martin 
and Cyd Charisse. 


Johnson told 3,000 fellow Dem- 


ocrats at a fund-raising^ dinner 
Thursday night that "full par- 
ticipation in our society can no 
longer be reserved to men of 
one color." 


"The administration," he said 


"intends to press forward with 
legislation, with education and 
with action until we have elim- 
inated the last barrier of intol- 
erance." The applause was 
modest. 


Four times, Johnson was ap- 


plauded when he said that all 
Americans—regardless of color, 
region or religion—have certain 
constitutional rights and human 
rights that must be respected. 


But, to observers on the side- 


lines, it appeared that about 
half the audience sat still and 
silent. 


Miami Beach was the fourth 


stop on Johnson's Florida tour. 
He flew from Washington to 
Jacksonville Naval Air Station 
where, after shaking a few 
hands, he proceeded by heli- 
copter to Palatka to break 
ground for the cross-Florida 
barge canal that will link the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coasts.

chair, Partin linked Hoffa and 
four of those on trial with him 
to alleged attempts to bribe two 
jurors and a prospective juror 
in the conspiracy trial. 


The defense, in arguing that 


Partin's testimony should be 
surpressed, contend it stemmed

Life Flickers 
Back Into 
Stamp Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
ife flickered today in the ad- 
ministration's food stamp plan 
for needy families as the result 
of a set-back to a proposed to* 
jacco research program. 


The food stamp plan—part of 
resident Johnson's antipoverty 


program—was sidetracked three 
weeks ago by the House Agri- 
culture Committee and Thurs- 
day the House Rules Committee 
applied the same treatment to 
he smoking-and-health research 
proposal. 


The connection between the 


two is that both come from the 
Agriculture Committee and that 
some members who voted to 
table the food stamp plan by ft 
19-14 margin would very much 
like to see the tobacco research 
bill passed. 


Of such material are compro- 


mises fashioned, and Rep. Har- 
old D. Cooley, D-N.C., chairman 
of the Agriculture Committee, 
indicated he is vigorously trying 
to put one together.

• Normally a slugger of Man- 
tle's calibre would figure to ac- 
cumulate around 600 lifetime 
homers, until you take into ac- 
count -his history of crippling in- 
juries, the last of which re- 
duced his activity to 65 games 
in 1963. A foot fracture last 
June 5 caused him to be side- 
lined for more than a month. A 
torn cartilage which necessitat- 
ed a. postseason knee operation, 
kept him out of action for an- 
other month. 
• Another similar injury might 
end his playing days altogether. 


"I felt like quitting last year," 


Mantle admitted during a lavish 
press conference marking his 
signing of a second successive 
$100,000 contract as the Yankees 
officially opened spring train- 
ing Thursday.
